We refer to your letter and after careful consideration of your submission we wish to advise as 
follows: 

Request for a 50% reduction for the use of the Community Hall: 

All revenue projections with its related tariffs, is based on historical trends (comparative years etc.), 
affordability and ultimately to breakeven or exceed the costs involved in delivering the service. It 
should be noted that maintenance costs involved with the upkeep of the Hall and the replacement of 
essential inventory items is always more than the actual income received from this property rental 
service. 

Ultimately it must be made clear that the facility is known and used as a community hall that should 
not be compared to the hours allowed and permitted for a specific Nightclub or Pub. The 
municipality also doesn’t want to encourage any noise disturbances, because the majority of these 
facilities are situated within the residential areas. 

Unfortunately the request for a 50% reduction in tariffs for the use of the Community Hall is not a 
financial viable option for the municipality. 

Request for a 50% reduction for the use of the Sport Complex: 

In the draft Tariff presentation the Council of the municipality already favourably considered allowing 
a 75% reduction in the standard tariff for practises and matches of Schools, subject to final approval 
at the Council Meeting set for 28 May 2019.
